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Recently, a Los Angeles source has come forth and pro- 



vided information regarding the AB. Source has provided accurate 
information regarding two murders in the Federal prison 
system, and has also furnished information regarding 58 
individuals suspected to be members or sympathizers of the 
AB and the EME, both in and out of prison. 




It is a hard fact that most of the AB will be 



paroled or discharged at some future date, and in view 

of members 1 lifelong commitments, it would be naive to 

think he would not remain in contact with his brothers. 

The rule of thumb is that once on the streets, one must 

take care of his brothers that are still inside. The penalty 

for failure to do so is death upon the members return to 

the prison system. Some of the paroled members' duties 
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would be to supply his brothers inside with drugs, or to 
make hits on the street as commanded by his brothers. 

A review of the. atrocities attributed to the prison, 
gangs inside of our nation's maximum security prisons should 
shed some light on the potential of what these gang members 
can do with little or no supervision while out on the streets.

At approximately 9:40 a.m., Baumgarten arrived 
at the Institution hospital and was provided emergency treat- 
ment by physicians assistants. At time of treatment it was 
estimated that Baumgarten had sustained approximately 15 
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puncture wounds to the upper chest, back and abdomen area. Due 
to the severity of Baumgarten 1 s condition, he was immediately 
transferred to Evangelical Community Hospital, Lewisburg, PA, 
at approximately 9:55 a.m., and was pronounced dead at approximately 
10:00 a.m. 

The crime scene was immediately secured and Special 
Agents CSAsl of the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) responded 
to the Institution. 

Institution authorities initiated a search of the 
A, B, C and D-Blocks of the Institution. In addition a search 
was conducted of the outside perimeter grounds in an attempt to 
locate any physical evidence. The above searches failed to produce 
any weapon Cs J, articles of clothing or any suspected physical 
evidence. Inmates located within the living quarters at the time 
of the incident were secured and ultimately checked for any possible 
cuts, bruises, blood stains or torn clothing. All of the above 
met with negative results. 

During the crime scene search physical evidence (blood) 
was found on the folding gate restraining partition located within 
the recreation area connecting C-3 and A-3 Blocks. It was discovered 
that it is possible for an individual to crawl underneath this 
restraining gate if assisted by a second individual who would hold 
the gate up from the floor. Further investigation of the area 
revealed a blood stain on the C-3 recreation area door. This 
indicates that the escape route taken by the assailants was through 
the C-3 recreation area door, through the recreation area itself, 
underneath the partition gate and back into A-3 (A-Block, third 
f loorl. 

During initial interviews of inmates located within

Sacramento is not currently investigating prison 
gangs, i.e, Aryan Brotherhood, Black Guerrilla Family, 
or Mexican Mafia, on other than a reactive basis. 

The Sacramento investigation of La Nuestra Familia 
(NF) reached the prosecution stage with convictions of 
21 gang members. On 2/6/84, a hearing was held before 
USDJ Edward Price, EDC, at which time defense attorneys 
for the remaining four defendants argued motions for dismissal 
based on outrageous government conduct before the FGJ and 
RICO statute violation of First Amendment Rights of association. 
To date, Judge Price has not ruled on the motions. 

It is not anticipated that Sacramento will conduct 
further active investigation of the NF due in part to a 
lack of enthusiasm on the part of the USA's office. Sacramen 
has been advised that any further prosecution of the NF 
should center on active members not currently incarcerated 
and whose crimes are homicides.

ATTACKS BY BLACK AND HISPANIC GANGS, THE A3 IS RACIST 
IN NATURE IN THAT THEY BELIEVE THAT THE WHITE INMATE IS 
SUPERIOR TO BLACK AND HISPANIC INMATES. THE AE IS 
NOT ASSOCIATED WITH OTHER OUTSIDE WHITE SUPREMICI3T 
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ORGANIZATIONS SUCH AS THE AMERICAN NAZI PARTY, IN 
FACT, IN CALIFORNIA PRISONS , NC OTHER WHITE GROUP
